SAIGON (AP) — American 
fighter-bombers attacked SAM 
missile sites an d an tiaircraft 
gu n s in North Vietn am Mon day 
for the secon d time in less than 
a week, the U S Comman d an ­ 
n ou n ced ton ight. 
No American aircraft were 
hit. the comman d said In the 
en cou n ter on Jan 28. an F105 
fighter-bomber an d a rescu e 
helicopter were shot down an d 
eight American s were missin g 
The American s disclosed the 
air activ ity ov er North Vietn am 
shortly after allied forces halted 
offen siv e operation s for, a 24- 
hou r cease-fire for Tet. the Viet­ 
n amese lu n ar n ew y ear celebra­ 
tion . The allied tru ce began 11 
hou rs after a fou r-day cease-fire 
proclaimed by the Viet Con g 
The U S Comman d said the 
circu mstan ces of the attacks on 


the North Vietn amese batteries 
Mon day were the same as those 
the prev iou s week The North 
Vietn amese fired on American 
recon n aissan ce plan es ov er the 
North 
The attack Mon day occu rred 
“ov er North Vietn am n ear the 
Laotian border in the Ban Karai 
Pass area 30 miles west-sou th­ 
west of Don g Hoi," the com­ 
man d said 
This is abou t 20 
miles n orth of the demilitarized 
zon e between North an d Sou th 
Vietn am 
On Wedn esday North Vietn am 
charged that wav es of U S jet 
plan es repeatedly attacked a 
n u mber of popu lated areas on 
Mon day in Qu an g Bin h Prov ­ 
in ce. the same prov in ce where 
the U S Comman d reported the 
attack on the an tiaircraft sites.

Bu t its fou nder isn't g iv - 
ing m. 
“We’re planning now for an­ 
other y ear of operation or 
may be two more jfears, ’ say s 
Howard Fu ller, a 29-y ear-old 
former social worker. 
“With the kind of institu tion 
we’re try ing to dev elop and the 
kind of reaction it cau ses, one

Trip Shows Concern for Urban Problems 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) - 
President Nix on is taking his 
Urban Affairs Cou ncil into the 
nation’s heartland today in an 
u nprecedented step intended to 
dramatize administration con­ 
cern for the cities 
The President and cou ncil, in­ 
clu ding nine Cabinet-lev el mem­ 
bers, schedu led an afternoon 
meeting here with a White 
Hou se-selected 
deleg ation

nine may ors, sev en of them Re­ 
pu blicans. 
Today ’s focu s was on medi­ 
u m-sized cities rather than 
g iants su ch as New York, Chica­ 
g o and Los Ang eles. 
The President and his entou ­ 
rag e g o from here to Chicag o 
for a Friday meeting with fou r 
Midwestern g ov ernors to dis­ 
cu ss env ironmental problems. 


The meeting here marks one 
of the few times since taking of­ 
fice that President Nix on has 
met directly with a deleg ation 
of may ors. The President’s last 
su ch meeting was nine months 
ag o. 
It is also the first time a ses­ 
sion of the Urban Affairs Cou n­ 
cil has been held ou tside Wash­ 
ing ton. 
The meeting comes at a time 
when criticism of the adminis­ 
tration's u rban policies, particu ­ 
larly from big -city Democratic 
may ors, is g rowing increasing ly 
sharp. 
Ju st last week the ex ecu tiv e 
committee of the U.S. Confer­ 
ence of May ors accu sed the ad­ 
ministration of departing “from 
the moral commitments of two 
decades” in cu tting back on u r­ 


ban renewal prc^rams. 


Su ch criticisms were u nlikely 
to be sou nded here. Only two of 
the may ors inv ited are Demo­ 
crats and u rban renewal was 
not on the ag enda, which was 
g eared to the model cities pro­ 
g ram and President Nix on’s an­ 
ticrime measu res.

Ink said that the Sedalia 
Police Dept, has been very 
helpful in shoplifting matters, a 
fact seemingly substantiated by 
the reduction in sh<^lifting 
figures. 
Detective Sgt. Perry Franklin 
agreed with Ink that shoplifting 
is on the rise in Sedalia despite 
the fact that the figures do not 
show it. Franklin added that it 
is now possible to arrest a 
suspected shoplifter befiwe he 
has left the premises of a store. 
This means that as soon as the 
subject places an object in his 
pocket he may be arrested for 
s h op li f ti ng. 
F or m e r l y , 
authorities were req uired to 
wait until a suspect had left the 
store to make an arrest. 
Lvle Fiene, manager of the 
Katz Drug Store, also stated 
that shoplifting was a serious 
problem in his store. “It’s a 
problem 
every where,” 
was 
Fiene’s comment. 
Fiene was unable to say 
whether or not the shoplifters 
at 
his 
store 
were 
mostly 
y oungsters. 
Fiene said that his store (as 
do others in the city ) use one­ 
way mirrors and observation 
windows to keep track of store 
traffic. 
Both managers stated that 
their stores have a policy of 
prosecution in every shopliRing 
case 
where 
it is practical. 
Convictions are not alway s ob­ 
tained. however since juve­ 
niles are turned over to the 
juvenile officer, who in turn 
remands the offender to the 
custody of his parents. Older 
offenders face an arrest and 
permanent police record. 
The method used bv most 
amateur shoplifters is q uite 
simple—place the object in a 
pocket when an employ e isn’t 
around. Professionals, on the 
other hand, have many way s of 
"pulling off a grab.” They may 
use such methods as wearing a 
"booster bag” or bloomers 
under street clothes in which to 
place 
merchandise. 
Other 
methods include handbags and 
brief cases with false bottoms. 
Most professionals work in 
pairs, consisting usually of a 
man and a woman. One of the 
pair will distract the sales 
person while the other does the 
actual 
stealing. 
This 
is 
a 
particularly successful method 
for stores where items are 
display ed on open counters or 
in bins and baskets. 
F e m a l e 
s h o p l i f t e r s 
sometimes have an advantage 
over their male counterparts 
since large items may be stuffed 
under a skirt, while males are 
restricted to smaller objects. 
Clothing is a popular item 
with shoplifters, since most 
clothing shops allow customers 
to try on articles to check for fit. 
An ex perienced shoplifter can 
go into a dressing room with 
several items, put them on undei 
regular clothing and walk out of 
the store. 
Studies have shown that as 
many as 50 per-cent of all 
shoplifting thefts occur in front 
of another customer who does 
nothing to alert store personnel 
to the theft. According to Ink, 
the cost of stolen merchandise 
is 
passed 
on 
to 
honest 
customers 
through 
the 
increased pay roll and security 
measures needed to protect the 
store. All of which raises prices. 
Thus when an observed theft 
goes un-reported, it is the 
honest citizen who suffers the 
most. _

The Sedalia Water Board met 
Wednesday night with Howard 
Price, 
project 
engineer 
for 
AMCON Inc.. Memphis. Tenn.. 
concerning water main plaas 
for the new public housing 
projects in Sedalia. 
The original water main plans 
connecting the housing units 
called for two-inch lines to the 
individual water meters and 
one-inch copper service lines to 
each individual housing unit. 
According to Herb Tay lor, 
director of the Sedalia Water 
Department, the size of these 
lines would be iasufficient to 
adeq uately 
serve 
the 
development. It was pointed 
out at the meeting that if one- 
third of the faucets were turned 
on at one time, no water could 
be provided if two-inch mains 
were ased. 
The 
Water 
Board 
recom­ 
mended replacing the two-inch 
lines with six -iiKh cast iron 
maias able to accommodate the 
needed 
water 
req uirements. 
Price approved this change. 
Another recommendation pre­ 
sented by the Water Board to 
AMCON was the establishment 
of points of reference for the 
placement of water meters for 
individual housing units. It was 
agreed that meters will be 
placed not less than 5 feet nor 
more than 10 feet from the 
maias. 
It was estimated that 7,180 
feet of six -inc’h water main will 
be needed to accommodate the 
units at an estimated cost of $5 
a linear foot, for a total cost of 
$35,9 00 to AMCON.

Are Bringing Layoffs

ment cutbacks in the space and 
defease sectors and declining 
profits in some industries are 
bringing 
layoffs 
of 
workers 
around the coiintrv 
Hardest hit have been .semi­ 
skilled nd unskilled workers 
hired when the demands of 
booming business resulted in a 
labor shortage. But white collar 
workers, too. are feeling the 
axe. 
The cutbacks are by no meaas 
general and can best b<' de­ 
scribed as spotty, according to a 
survey of industrial areas by 
The A.ss(KMated Press 
Numerically, 
layoffs 
have 
been heaviest in the automobile, 
defease and aerospace indus­ 
tries. The automakers’ sales 
have fallen off The government 
has rcHluced its outlays for air­ 
craft and other military items 
and for space programs 
However, there are bright 
spots Some areas report em­ 
ployment holding steady, and a 
comparatively few report in­ 
creases and an unfilled demand 
for workers—mainly those who 
are highly skilU'd 
Faced with a stackup of un­ 
sold new cars in their dealers’ 
showTiKims and lots, auto manu­ 
facturers have laid off some 
workers indefinitely and many 
more for temporary closings of 
as.sembly plants. 
Since the first of this yeai 
(ieneral Motors hiis laid off in­ 
definitely 3,800 of its 450.0(M) 
workers and ('hrysler has let go 
6.400 of its 105.388 workers. Fig­ 
ures for Ford were not dis­ 
closed. 
Auto workers who have jobs 
have felt a pocketbook pinch be­ 
cause of elimination of long­ 
standing overtime schedules. 
An exception in the auto in­ 
dustry 
is American Motors, 
which has put an additiomil 
1.000 people to work in Kenosha 
Wis., and Brampton. Ont.. to 
build its Gremlin and Hornet 
models. 
The Defease Department has 
talked about the likelihood of 


eliminating 1.25 million jobs 
from its own payroll and those 
of companies engaged in de­ 
fease work this year.

Roman Catholic Church Winds of Change Are Gaining Strength 


VATICIAIN L I IY AF - The 
“ wind 
of change” 
coursing 
through the Roman Catholic 
church have been gaining in ve­ 
locity. Some think they may 
reach gale force. 
The church’s most impatient 
liberals see this accelerating 
space of change as good. Con­ 
servatives portray it as damag­ 
ing and disruptive Millions of 
everyday Catholics seem simply 
baffled and upset by new Mass­ 
es. new moral guidelines and 
new freedoms. 
Almost no one questioas that 
more change is coming, espe­ 
cially to update the church in 
line with what the world’s bish­ 
ops etched on paper during the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council. 
The question, rather, is how 
much change—and how fast 
Some liberal theol(^ ians now 
fear that still stronger “ winds” 
could churn up seas ugly enough 
to cut the Barque at St Peter, 
as the church is often called, in 
two. 
Pope Paul VI has showed 
strong alarm In a recent ad­ 
dress he declared that “ this 
symbolical ship, the church, 
feels the buffeting of the storm 
characteristic 
of 
our 
time, 
which sometimes draws from 
our lips the imploring cry of the 
terrified disciplines: Save us. 0 
Lord, we are perishing.’ ” 
The pontiff has said at other 
times, however, that the church 
will manage to weather the 
storms, even if it does not es­ 
cape damage. More optimistic 
churchmen say that with a new 
Vatican tolerance for diverse 
viewpoints, called “ theological 
pluralism.” the danger of schism 
has already passed. 
The church’s short-range fu­ 
ture—the next five yd^ rs or so 
—depends largely on which side 
prevails between those who seek 
rapid ref(H*m and those advo­ 
cate caution and patience. 
If those backing swift change 
get their way in general synods 
of biships already slated for 
1971 and 1973. the Catholic 
church could: 


—Partially or fully lift its ban 
on artificial birth control. 
—Allow priests of the Western 
Latin rite the choice of mar­ 
rying or remaining celibate. 
Eastern Rite priests have al­ 
ways enjoyed this option. 
—Reduce the Roman Curia to 
a purely administrative body 
and let the world’s biships re­ 
place the Curia as the Pope’s 
chief advisory body.

Beyond the five-year period, 
what seem now to be startling 
proposals may become realities. 
Such as: 


—Ordination of female priests. 


—Election of popes for a set 
number of years instead of for 
life. 
—Ending of mandatory Mass 
on the Sabbath 
—Authorization of remarriage 
for Catholics while the first 
spouse is still alive 
These points have been pro­ 
posed by radical priests or lay 
groups and given some support 
by theologians such as Holland’s 
Edward Schillebeeckk. 
The Second Vatican Council 
and synods called by Pope Paul 
in 1967 and 1969 all showed that 
the moderate leftists, who be­ 
gan as minorities, engendered a 
majority There are militants in 
the church-men and women 
who. to further their radical 
goals, would risk a violent con­ 
frontation with police in St. Pe­ 
ter’s Square. Pickets parade not 
only past the gates of the White 
House these davs but also below 
the wirnlows of the papal apart­ 
ment. 


During 
the 
comparatively 
tranquil 1950s, with Eisenhower 
in the White House, MacMillan 
at 10 Downing St.. Adenauer as 
chancellor of West Germany 
and Pius X II in the Vatican, the 
spirit of protest lay dormant. 
The ’60s. however, produced an 
explosion of dissent on all 
fronts. 
Pope John X X III anticipated 
it by ushering sweeping change 
with the Vatican Council. But 
Vatican 
bureaucracy 
bogged 
down in carrying out the council 
decrees. 
Any 
changes 
only 
whetted the liberal and radical 


appetites 
for 
more 
drastic, 
change. 


More has been altered in the 
Catholic church in the last 10 
years than in the 400 years since 
the Council of Trent reformed 
the church to meet the chal­ 
lenge of the Protestant Refor­ 
mation. Out have gone the ban 
on meat on Fridays, the Index 
of Forbidden Books, the written 
promises a non-Catholic had to 
make to wed a Catholic. Latin 
gave way to popular tongues for 
the Mass. A sweeping reform 
ended the life-long tenure of cu- 
rial cardinals and streamlined 
the whole bureaucracy. 
Yet the clamor for change 
goes on. This appears to verify 
the theory of rising expecta­ 
tions: those who fight for and 
get concessions from authorities 
keep asking for more. 
Simultaneously, supporters of 
the status quo—curia cardinals 
such as semiretired Alfredo Ot- 
taviani and a scattering of 
priest and lay groups—have 
forged a blacklash. The status 
quo defenders, however, are a 
distinct minority of bishops and 
at best hold only a slight edge in 
the Curia itself 
The Second World Synod of 
Bishops, called in October by 
Pope Paul to debate the relation 
of bishops to pope in governing 
the church, showed a strong lib­ 
eral trend. This was especially 
significant because the synod 
delegates were by and large 
thought to be more conservative 
than the average Catholic bish­ 
ops. Those who could be de­ 
scribed as diehard conserva­ 
tives numbered but a handful. 
Pope Paul closed the synod by 
accepting two of the proposals 
immediately — thiit a general 
synod of bishops, or elected rep­ 
resentatives from various na­ 
tions. convene in Rome every 
two years, and that the synod

ed and pave the way for future 
synods. 


These may not appear to be 
great changes, but with the syn­ 
od as a fixture, bishops have an 
instrument for effecting sub­ 
stantial change. Liberal Cathol­ 
ics tend to regard the October 
synod as a limited victory, con­ 
servatives as a small setback. 
All the synod delegates reaf­ 
firmed the primacy of the Pope 
as the last arbiter for major 
changes and poUcy decisions; 
nearly all. however, also agreed 
that bishops should have a 
stronger voice in determining 
church-wide 
policy. 
This 
is 
known as “ collegiality” and it 
was proclaimed in principle at 
Vatican II. 


The large masses of Catholics 
who take little interest in theo­ 
logical developments in their 
church may have felt the synod 
only complicated the confusion 
of change. 
Some of these Catholics com­ 
plain they cannot even find out 
what a .sin is any more. One 
confessor tells penitents that us­ 
ing contraceptives is a mortal 
sin. another that it’s permissible 
if really needed. These days, as 
today’s turbulent church has 
many “ minds.” Pope Paul’s is 
only one of them 
Nothing pointed this up more 
sharply than the outpouring of 
dissent to his antibirth control 
encyclical Humanae Vitae (Of 
Human Life), issued in July 
1968. Millions of Catholics who 
admittedly were disobeying the 
encyclical continue to practice 
their religion, many with the 
support of their parish priests. 
How much u|xlating can the 
Catholic Church do—and still re­ 
main the Catholic church? The 
question provokes wide disa­ 
greement. 
Pope Paul has already spoken 
of “ self-demolishing” spirit in 
the church. Secular sociologists 
—and some priests who have 
hung up their Roman collars— 
ask 
whether 
the 
Catholic 
church, or institutional religion 
in general, can long survive in a 
world of constant material striv­ 
ing and technological emphasis. 


One eminent curial scholar 
sees the church in Western Eu­ 
rope and North America as 
headed for eclipse, along with 
the cultures in these areas. 
Others, however, believe the 
future holds possibilities for re­ 
creating the church along the 
simple lines of the gospels and 
after the uncomplicated models 
of the early Christians. 
John Henry Cardinal Newman 
the famed 19th-century convert 
from the Church of England 
wrote of the “ ethos ” of the 
church, an inner kernel that 
never changes through the cen­ 
turies. 
Today when leading liberals 
speak of the “ essentials” in the 
church, or Newman’s ethos, 
they talk about belief in one 
God; in Jesus Christ, the incar­ 
nation of God; of Christ’s found­ 
ing of a Christian (not Catholic) 
church meant to last as long as 
man; of the priesthood and the 
Mass; of sacraments (but not 
necessarily seven); of an after­ 
life with God for the good and 
without God for the wicked.

Liberalizing Bishops 


Pope Paul VI, center, closes the Second W orld Synod 
of Bishops, called in Rome in October, 196 9. The 
Synod exhibited a strong liberal trend, and Pope 
Paul accepted two of its proposals immediately: that 
a general synod of bishops should convene in Rome 
every two years, and that the synod secretariat in 
Rome should be expanded and should pave the w ay 
for future synods. These may not ap p ear to be great 
changes; but they mean that, with the synod as a 
fixture, the bishops now have an instrument for 
effecting substantial change. (AP) 


Thev also uphold the four 
“ marks ” of the church—One 
(united under a central authori­ 
ty, the pope). Holy (striving to 
do God’s work). Catholic (open 
to all men), and Apostolic (com­ 
mitted to preaching the gos­ 
pels). 


Many liberal churchmen no 
longer go beyond this in describ­ 
ing “ es.sentials.” 


That, in their view, leaves 
plenty of room for change All 
of the proposals for change 
from revocation of the birth 
control ban to ordination of fe­ 
male priests—cuuld be affected 
without disturbing the “ ethos” 
of the church 


Not that this much change 
will occur very quickly. Con­ 
servatives. moderates and some 
liberals would bke to slow the 
rush. They feel the church is be­ 
coming wildly unbalanced and 
neurotic. 
Vatican observers can scarce­ 
ly imagine the 72-year-old Pope 
presiding over the repeal of his 
own encyclicals on birth control 
and 
pnestly 
celibacy 
Two 
things, however, may make re­ 
peal of a sort possible. 
Pope Paul may make way for 
a new pope, who might allow re­ 
peal. by retiring at age 75, two- 
and-a-half years from now He 
has. in the past, hinted that he 
might retire, following the poll-

Du ring the month, receip ts 
from 
hotels, 
motels,

Elliott Roosev elt, son of the 
late p resident and head of Mi­ 
ami Beach's Tou rist Dev elq > 
ment Au thority , blamed the 
lack of tou rists on two things;

Patient 
Linked To 
Bombing 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Police sp ecu lated today that 
Martin Berns, 21, a f(H 7ner men­ 
tal p atient, may hav e bombed 
the mu nicip al bu ilding in su bu r­ 
ban Shaker heights and p ossibly 
died in the blast. 
"We think he worked alone 
and we don't think he was con­ 
temp lating su icide," said Shak­ 
er Heights Police Chief Carl 
Longstreet. 
Berns has not been seen since 
an ex p losion Monday lev eled the 
colonial-sty le bu ilding, which 
hou sed the su bu rb’s mu nicip al 
cou rt and p olice station, and in­ 
ju red 15 p ersons. 
Bits of hair, bone and flesh 
were fou nd in the wreckage 
Wednesday . 
An area arou nd Berns’ home 
was sealed off and p olice re­ 
mov ed a large box of ex p lo­ 
siv es, a carbine and sev eral 
box es of ammu nition and sam­ 
p les of hair taken from a bru sh. 
An Ml rifle, two hand gu ns, 
fou r hand grenades, sev eral 
fu ses and ammu nition earlier 
were remov ed from a car regis­ 
tered to Berns’ mother. It was 
p arked 
near 
the 
mu nicip al 
Duikling.

The Sov iet Union s wheat ex ­ 
ports. which were a six -y ear 
high of 195 million bushels last 
season, are ex pected to drop 
this y ear because of reduced 
production, officials said 
Reduced output in Romania 
and Bulgaria also will cut ex ­ 
ports.

Hungarx . which gained self-suf­ 
ficiency in wheal production 
last y ear, howev er, is reported 
to hav e about 20 million bushels 
av ailable for ex port 
But for the Sov iet Union and 
Eastern Europe as a whole, the 
report said, total wheat entering 
the world market "could be re­ 
duced" from last y ear.

The total world supply of 
wheat in the Big Fiv e ex porting 
countries, howev er, continues 
large, the report said The com­ 
bined carry ov er and ex port sup­ 
ply last J uly 1 in Canada.

Common Mar­ 
ket and the United States was a 
record 4.2 billion bushels. 


By J an. 1, the total had been 
trimmed to 3.6 billion bushels,

World wheat production in 
l%9 -70 was estimated at 10.8 bil­ 
lion bushels, down 5 per cent 
from last y ear's record, the de­ 
partment y jid.

The report said about the only 
wheat trade ex paasion seen this 
y ear is for larger imports by 
Red Chi nil and the Sov iet-East­ 
ern Europe area, although some 
increased buy ing is anticipated 
by J apan.

gress on Wednesday by the ad­ 
ministration. would let a farmer 
receiv e all pay ments on each 
crop of cotton, feed graias and 
wheat up to $20,000. 
But further pay ments would 
be reduced by increments of 10 
per cent. Pay ments between 
$20,000 and $40,000 would be cut 
10 per cent; between $40,000 and 
$60,000 cut 20 per cent and so 
on. 
Spokesmen said if a farmer’s 
pay ment is cut in half, he would 
only hav e to idle half as much 
land under the so-called "set-a­ 
side ” requirement aimed at tak­ 
ing ex cess acres from produc­ 
tion. 
If pay ments were reduced 
one-third under the formula, the 
farmer would need to comply 
with only two-thirds of his set-a­ 
side. Thus, he would be permit­ 
ted to grow a larger acreage of 
crops to compensate for re­ 
duced pay ments.

its GNP th is way . 
Moreov er, if ou r Vietn am war ex pen ditu res are ex ­ 
clu ded. we still ^spen d some 7 per cen t of GNP on defen se. 
Again , leav in g Vietn am ou t of th e calcu lation , we h av e 
some 13 men u n der arm s per 1,000 popu lation , again st an 
av erage of eigh t per th ou san d in ch ief NATO cou n tries. 
Figu rin g defen se spen din g on a per capita basis, th e 
Un ited States in 1968 spen t six tim es as mu ch as Belgiu m, 
fou r tim es as mu ch as Hollan d, th ree tim es as mu ch as 
Britain an d West German y . 
If we spen t for th e m ilitary at th e major-n ation NATO 
lev el, we cou ld cu t ou r defen se bu dget by $25 billion an d 
release a million men . 
Th ese are th e gau ges wh ich sh ow h ow far sh ort a fu n ­ 
dam en tally prosperin g W estern Eu rope is from pu llin g its 
sh are of th e gen eral NATO defen se bu rden . 
Th ese facts ex plain wh at Presiden t Nix on h as in min d 
wh en h e tran sm its sign als to th e appreh en siv e Eu ropean s 
th at th ey h ad better start th in kin g of pickin g u p th eir fu ll 
part of th e load. 
In a capital wh ich in creasin gly seems in capable of 
digestin g more th an on e idea at a tim e, U n dersecretary 
of State Elliot Rich ardson ’s recen t Ch icago speech re ­ 
assu rin g Eu rope of ou r m ain ten an ce of com m itm en ts is 
made to sou n d like th e opposite of Nix on ’s sign als. 
Wh at Rich ardson is really try in g to do is persu ade 
jittery Eu ropean s th at we will n ot redu ce ou r NATO force 
lev els (300,000 men ) eith er too qu ickly or too sh arply . 
It is in terestin g th at some of th ose Eu ropean leaders 
wh o feel compelled, often for domestic political reason s, 
to clam or lou dly for ou r swift with drawal from Vietn am 
ex h ibit great alarm at an y proposal wh ich wou ld th row 
u pon Eu rope th e prepon deran t bu rden of defen din g itself. 
We m ay h av e grabbed too big a role in NATO affairs, bu t 
th e Eu ropean s acqu iesced in th is arran gem en t an d n ow 
th ey do n ot wan t it to en d. 
Wh at frigh ten s th em , of cou rse, is th e determ in ed ton e 
of th e ‘‘let’s cu t back in Eu rope” forces in Con gress, led 
by Democratic m ajority leader Mike Man sfield. His Sen ate 
resolu tion u rgin g pu llou t is gen eral, bu t seriou s in in ten t 
an d drawin g wide su pport. 
Th e resolu tion itself say s on ly ‘‘su bstan tial redu ction ” 
bu t Man sh eld talks in term s of brin gin g h ome at least 
100,(XX) men . 
Th at goal may in deed be reason able on a v ery gradu al 
tim etable, bu t is alarm in g as a sh ort-ru n objectiv e. 
In a recen t Foreign Affairs magazin e piece, form er 
Assistan t Defen se Secretary Alain En th ov en an d Way n e 
Smith , m em ber of th e RAND Corporation “ th in k-tan k,” 
argu e persu asiv ely th at ou r v ery sizable m ilitary presen ce 
in Eu rope is n ot th e pu rely sy mbolic th in g man y political 
figu res in th is cou n try in sist it is. 
Th e two w riters con ten d th at, despite accou n ts portray ­ 
in g NATO forces as grossly in ferior in n u m ber an d m ili­ 
tary capability to th e Commu n ist W arsaw Pact n ation s 
u n der Sov iet leadersh ip, th e opposin g con v en tion al arm ies 
are in a rou gh sort of balan ce. 
Con v in ced th at n eith er strategic n or tactical n u clear 
weapon s are likely to be u sed by eith er side, En th ov en an d 
Smith believ e th e rou gh con v en tion al balan ce mu st be 
m ain tain ed to prev en t Moscow from attem ptin g v ariou s 
kin ds of political blackm ail again st th e West. 
If balan ce does in fact ex ist an d sh ou ld be m ain tain ed, 
th en obv iou sly ch an ges in U.S. force lev els m u st be offset 
by larger Eu ropean con tribu tion s of men an d arm am en ts.

Is Book KGB Plot or . . .?

NEW YORK — Western Kremlin ologi.sts an d U S 
in telligen ce officials are an aly zin g a book written by 
a Sov iet citizen th at foresees a war between Ru ssia 
an d Red Ch in a by 1975 
"Can th e Sov iet Un ion Su rv iv e Un til 1984'^’’ is th e 
Ru ssian title of th e book au th ored by An drei 
Amalrik, a 32-y ear-old h istorian an d play wrigh t wh o 
resides in Moscow. 
It is prov ocativ e n ot on ly becau .se th e au th or 
an ticipates a war between th e two Red gian ts bu t 
also becau se h e predicts an u ltimate Ch in ese v ictory 
an d th e ev en tu al dismembermen t of th e Sov iet 
Un ion . 
Wh at Kremlin ologists an d in telligen ce ex perts 
seek to determin e is wh eth er Amalrik is a gen u in e 
dissiden t, as h e claims to be, or an agen t of Ru ssia’s 
secret police, th e KGB. 
Did th e KGB’s v ast an d powerfu l "departmen t of 
misin formation ” commission h im to write th e book 
in order to prepare in tern ation al pu blic opin ion . 
Commu n ists an d n on -Commu n ists for a preemptiv e 
Sov iet n u clear strike again st Ch in a? 
Amalrik’s bo(A was n ev er prin ted in th e Sov iet 
Un ion bu t a ty pewritten copy reach ed th e West, 
presu mably th rou gh secret ch an n els. It was recen tly 
pu blish ed in its origin al Ru ssian v ersion in Th e 
Hagu e, Hollan d. 
As th e au th or pu rports to see it. th e Red Ch in ese 
— an d n ot th e Ru ssian s — will be th e aggressors 
Th ey will start a war again st th e Sov iet Un ion with 
con v en tion al weapon s an d gu errilla forces wh en 
th ey h av e amassed, by 197 5, a su fficien t amou n t of 
n u clear missiles an d con v en tion al weapon s 
Th e Ru ssian s wou ld n ot dare to repu lse th e 
Ch in ese on slau gh t with n u clear weapon s sin ce th ey 
wou ld be afraid of Pekin g’s n u clear retaliation 
As a resu lt of a gu errilla war th at wou ld drag on 
for y ears, th e Sov iet popu lation wou ld gradu ally 
become disillu sion ed an d rebelliou s. Th e Kremlin 
regime wou ld be toppled becau se of popu lar 
u ph eav als in Moscow. Ev en tu ally th e Sov iet Un ion 
wou ld break u p in to its n ation al repu blics.

Kremlin ’s lin e on Ch in a of th in gs to come? 
Is Amalrik try in g to predispose in tern ation al 
opin ion in fav or of a Ru ssian n u clear attack on 
Ch in a? Su ch an attack, it is believ ed, h as lon g been 
con templated by th e Kremlin ’s strategists. 
To be su re, th e book does n ot deal ex clu siv ely 
with th e Ru ssian -Ch in ese qu arrel. Wh at len ds it 
some appearan ce of au th en ticity is th e grim accou n t 
it prov ides of th e tragic situ ation of dissiden ts an d 
liberal in tellectu als in Ru ssia. It is also sh arply 
critical of th e Commu n ist bu reau cracy . 
Howev er, th ere is n o dou bt th at it is Amalrik's 
prediction th at Ru ssia may be defeated by Ch in a in 
th e 197 0’s th at is likely to cau se a sen sation in th e 
Commu n ist an d n on -Commu n ist worlds. 
Is th e KGB, th en , u sin g th e au th or for its own 
u lterior 
pu rposes? 
Dissiden t 
writers 
an d 
in tellectu als are in Sov iet prison s, in san e asy lu ms or 
ex ile becau se th ey permitted th eir books to be 
prin ted abroad an d ev en for lesser offen ses Yet 
Amalrik, accordin g to recen t in formation , is at 
liberty in Moscow. He ev en h as con tact with 
western ers, particu larly foreign correspon den ts. 
Ev en if Amalrik is a sto<^e of th e KGB, h is book 
deserv es close scru tin y .

Stomatitis Treatment 


Dependent on Cause

of th e mou th may be cau sed by 
a v itamin deficien cy (pallagra), in fection (Vin cen t’s 
an gin a an d h erpes simplex ). Ery th ema mu ltiforme 
an d poison in g with bismu th or mercu ry . Th e ch ief 
sy mptoms are sore mou th an d gu ms, u lceration an d 
bleedin g. Th e treatmen t wou ld depen d on th e cau se. 
Q — Wha t is the ca use of tren ch mou th ? Wh at is 
th e best treatmen t? How can it be prev en ted? 
A — Trench mo uth, also kn own as Vin cen t’s 
an gin a, is a bacterial in fection . An tibiotics are 
u su ally giv en . Th e u se of 3 per cen t h y drogen 
perox ide as a mou th wash fou r or fiv e times a day is 
also h elpfu l. Often th e efforts of a ph y sician an d a 
den tist are requ ired. Regu lar bru sh in g of th e twth 
an d gu ms an d periodic den tal ch ecku ps will prev en t 
a recu rren ce. 
Q — I a m bo thered with bu rn in g of my lips an d 
ton gu e. Cou ld tran qu ilizers cau se th is? 
A — The burning sen sation is n ot cau sed by 
tran qu ilizers bu t may be an in dication of an emia, 
ex cessiv e smokin g, a v itamin deficien cy or takin g 
large doses of an an tibiotic. If y ou r ph y sician or 
den tist can fin d th e cau se, th ey sh ou ld be able to 
h elp y ou . 
Q — I a m tro ubled with a dry mou th , wh ich is 
worse at n igh t. Vitamin s h av en ’t h elped. Wh at do 
y ou recommen d? 
A — The cmnmo nest cau ses in win ter are dry n ess 
of th e in door air an d failu re to drin k en ou gh water. 
Oth er cau ses in clu de takin g dru gs th at con tain 
belladon n a or rau wolfia serpen tin a, ex cessiv e 
smokin g an d ch ron ic rh in itis. Hav e y ou r doctor 
determin e wh at factors apply in y ou r case an d 
elimin ate th e cau se. 
Q — Bo th co rners of my mou th keep crackin g. 
Wh at can 1 do for th is? 
A — This ma y be cau sed by a deficien cy of 
v itamin B or an in fection with Can dida albican s. 
Vitamin B is su pplied by milk, brewer’s y east, meat 
an d wh ole wh eat bread. Can didiasis is best treated 
with a lotion th at con tain s amph otericin B, a 
prescription dru g. 
Q — I wo uld like to use distilled water for cookin g 
an d drin kin g. You said recen tly th at it is n ot good 
for th e body becau se it remov es min erals f. ..m th e 
tissu es. How seriou s is th is? 
A — Since writing it, I wou ld like to correct my 
prev iou s statemen t. I h av e ch ecked with sev eral 
au th orities an d 1 am in formed th at distilled water 
can be safely taken in tern ally in large amou n ts, 
prov ided su ch min erals as calciu m, flu orides an d 
iodides, fou n d in v ary in g amou n ts in n atu ral water 
su pplies, are presen t in adequ ate amou n ts in y ou r 
diet, wh ich th ey u su ally are. It is especially 
importan t to see th at th ese min erals are n ot lackin g 
in th e diet of a ch ild.
